A 
destructive 
tornado swept over 
Kansas Thursday night, Butler county 
seems to have been the scene of the 
greatest havoc. 
T h e town of T o w a n d a 
was entirely wiped off the face of the 
earth and Augusta, a few miles distant, 
was buifeted out oi all semblance to its 
former self.

house or building was left

I have before mo a inxiT of shoos; 
one, save for the shape of the foot 
having destroyed the stiff outlines of 
newness, looking as if it might have 
just left the ^tore; the other shoo 
looks as if even a tramx? might pass it 
by with contempt, 
Yet thoy are 
mates. 


One has been cleaned, the other has 
not, is all the diilerence; yet neither 
has ever been " b l a c k e d t h e shoes 
have never been worn with rubber«, 
yet when cleaned the leather is soft 
and pliable as one could wish; yet 
with all the spick and spanness they 
are half worn out. 
Hovr ia it done? 


Have three small, clean cloths, a 
basin of water, a bottle of cosmoline, 
vaseline, x^efcroleum jell}'', or whatever 
name you like to call it, it is all the 
same, and a clean shoe x^olishing or 
cloth brush. 


The shoes should be wix^ed as free 
of mud as x^oasibie before drying and 
should be hung in a warm current of 
air, say two or three feet above a reg- 
ister or stove-xni^O) not 
underneath 
the kitchen range, where they will bo 
scorched on top and wet underneath. 


When they are perfectly dry wipe 
the mud stains off with a damp cloth, 
be sure to got them all oil; then rab 
hard with a dry cloth, then polish 
with the brush, being careful about 
tho stitching nnd around the sole. 
It 
is best to do only a part at a time, say 
first the vamp, one side, then tho 
other, not forgetting the heel. 


Unless your shoes have been badly 
scuffed and rotted by bad shoe dress- 
ing they v/ill look almu.st like n'jv/. 
Now rub co.tmoline over them with a 
clean cloth and rub it well in; use it 
liberally, for too little will only de- 
stroy the polish, while xdenty of coa- 
moline imx^roves it. 
The whole shoe 
sliould be carefully done, even among 
Ihe buttons and butLonUoles, 
and 
presto, your shoes are soft and x^liable, 
black, and just polished enough to 
look well; will not stain your under- 
clothes or fingers when putting them 
on, and a little water will do them no 
harm. 


Try it once, and you will never 
want to do it any other way.—Pliila- 
deli^hia Times.

A bed of petrified oysters was found 
on the top oi Big Mountain, just back 
of Forkston, Wyoming County, Penn., 
a short time since. 
A. Judson Starke 
and Williaiu N, Eeynojds, Jr., of 
Lafayette College, amateur geologists 
of Tunkhannock, spent a day on tho 
mountain and brought back a lino col- 
lection of them. 
Some of the speci- 
mens are of mammoth size, one meas- 
uring twenty-two inches Jong by nine 
inches wide, and 
weighing 
forty 
pounds. 
The specimens range in all 
sizes, from this down to tho ordinary 
edible oyster of the fn^esent time. 
Some of the specimens show the eye 
oi the oyster x^i^rfectJy, and in all oi 
them the meat is eatjily removed from 
tho shell. 
Tho bed seems to be con- 
fined to a small mound resting on a 
broad plateau, at the extreme top of 
the mountain, near 
the 
Sullivan 
County line, and was first unearthed 
by workmen in grading a railroad 
from Lox^ez to the Jennings Brothers' 
lumbjjlr tracts.—Philadelphia Ledger.

snako*K jaws are not liingecl. Thev are 
attaclieil to each other by au elaalici 
rartrilaae. Thus the suaW has no lev- 
erapfe whatever iu closing 
ouo jaw 
au'aiust the other, and if it atteniptod 
to inihet iujury by bitius:, "it couldu't 
so much as pierce the skin. Tho faui^'S 
of a ratllesnako are driveu iuto the 
iiesh by a stroke, not a bite, as is well 
shown by the faet that punctures are 
?naile only by tho araiameut of the 
upper jaw. 
The lower jaw has uolb- 
inft' to iln with the act. 
A man strik- 
a boat hook into a log is an exact 
repros^atation of the manner iu which 
tho rattlesnake bites. 
So 
whenever 
nuy one tells you about some 
one 
else beiu«; bitten by a rattlesnake, bet 
liiin it isn't so. 
You'll win. 
It's an 
impofisibility for a rattlesnal-n to bite, 
*'Eat, althouo'h tho rattlesnake can't 
bite, if ytj.u'ro fooling around in a 
country wliere be is spending? the 
summer, vou want to keep your eye 
])celcil. 
And there is one particular 
thiui»' you don't want to forget. 
It is 
a common and widespread fallacy that 
a raltlesnake is entirely harmless kd 
loOft- as he is uncoiled. I believed that 
once, and found out by a startling 
personal experience that it wasn't so. 
It is true that when a rattlesnake is 
stretched 
at 
lull length, with 
the 
muscles exten.led to the utmost, he 
could not strike an inch forwari'i, but 
^ from that position he can strike back- 
ward his full leJigth, and with light- 
ning-like velocity. One day I dropped 
•a big'stone on the head of a big rattler 
that la.y in this position, crushing the 
head, the stone lying partly on the 
head. 
After gazing lor some time at 
the quivering reptile, 
so 
suddenly 
taken from life, I stooped down to re- 
move liis rattles. 
I had no sooner 
touched his tail than his mutilated 
head flew back, and almost grazing 
my cheek, struck the sleeve of my 
coat just bc'iow the shoulder, where 
both ian^s were buried, pulling out ot 
the jaw and remaining iu t/he sleeve as 
the snakfi fell back to tho ground. 
They had not missed my check by 
more than n hair's breadth. 
With 
precaution I have made that test of a 
rattle.shake's ca])acity of striking in 
that way many times since thou, and 
the snake ahvavs struck. 
The instinct 
is bu strong in this reptile that I have 
known a rattler, two hours after its 
head was severe.! from its body, to 
strdie back iiercely Avith its bleeding 
Btnmp the iuhtont its tail was touched, 
**There is at least oik» casu on record 
where this belief that a rattlesnake 
couldn't strike until it was in coil 
reunited fatally. 
Tho man was work- 
ing in his garden, when he discovered 
a rattlesnake lying with only its rattles 
and two or three inches of its tail 
projecting from under the bottom rail 
of the fence on the sule next to hnn. 
The man, being unable to give the 
snake a blov/ that would Idll it while 
it ivas in that position, thoughi ho 
would seize its rattles and 
pull 
it 
quickly out into full view and kill it 
with his hoe. 
He crept up and seized 
the rattles, but had no sooner touched 
them than the 
rattlesnake 
doubled 
back over tho rail and sank its fangs 
in the hand that held its tail. 
Tiie 
man killed the KuaUe and hurried 
to 
tho house, Avliei^e he died in a short 
time, 


•'But tho typical position of tho 
lattlesnake when intent on deadly as- 
Buult is the coil. 
This is nob always a 
symmetrical spiral, but the body is 
massed in more or less regular fohls, 
the inuscleH are contracted, and the 
reijtile is literally 
an 
animate 
set 
spring. 
From this ijoaition the rat- 
tler can Bpritig from one-half to two- 
thirds 
of his length, 
iiefore tho 
stroke the mouth is opened wide, the 
fangs falling down from their sockets 
in the upper jaw and standing lirmly 
in their position. 
The head is thrust 
forward, the halfcoils belov/ it being 
straightened out to lengthen the neck 
and to give power to the strike. There 
is no proiimiuary motion, 
Tho stab 
is made with abrupt swiftness that de- 
fies tjscape of thtj victim. 
There is 
but one strike. The Huako passes back 
into its coil again with the same swift- 
ness that it threw itself out. 
As the 
fangs enter the flesh the venom is in- 
jected. 
If the thing struck at is be- 
yond the rattlt?i''s reach, tho snake has 
the power gf • squirting its venom ii^ 
jets, which it can do to a distance of 
four feet or more. 
Dr. Weir Witch ell 
had a narrow escape once. 
An im- 
anense diamond-back rattler he had in 
his collection throw a teaspoonful of 
its venpin in this way iu the doctor's 
I'ace, from a distance of four feet. 
It 
strucjc him on the iorehead. 
If it had 
fallen au inch loWer it would have en- 
tered his.eyes, certainly blinding him, 
and perhaps killing him, 


•'iSometimes a rattlesnake loses its 
fangs in the .flebh of the object it

*'Xhe rattlesnake never. pursues his 
prey; he \vaits. 
He will not go out 
of his way to attack anythinn-.

keep right on your way. 
if you stop,

3f that is so, rattle- 
snakes that I hive sceu must havo 
been 
freaks, for they 
have rattled 
when lyibg at full length and even 
when moving, as well as iu their coils*. 
The rattler, wht^n traveling, uil! cross 
lakes and streams, and he swims with 
his head and his rattles raised well 
above the water. 
The 
forcu

which a rattlesnake cati strike is sucli 
that T once tea^ad one into striking a^ 
a piece of belting at least a quarter of 
an inch thick, and he sent his faug.s 
clear through it."

Privato Secretary Thurbet 
was on hand at tho executive mansion» 
however, during tho day and evening and 
received tho bulletins t h a t came ovfer tho 
Bi>ecial wire from tho telegraph office. 
These were read by such of the ciibinet 
olBcers as gathered during tho evening, and 
dispatchcj of 
special 
significance were 
telephoned to the president at Woodley, 
Three of the eight cabinet oiiicors, Messrs. 
Harmon, Lamonft and Carllslo, had gone 
to their respective states to voto. 


Up to yesterday'the standing in thfe sen- 
ate was as follows: Republicans, 49; Dem- 
ocrats,30; Populists, 6; vacant, I. Total, 88.

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Why tho people are not all con- 
su'mptives I cannot tell, for they sit 
in this draught even in cold days. 
They do seem to suirer greatly with 
catarrh and asthma. 


One of the beauties of Cuban resi- 
^ dences is the open court in the centre 
of the building, which is i)rofustily 
decorate 1 with birds and ilowers, and 
even small trees are grown. 
In the 
richer ones there are marble floors, 
with fountains and 
statuary. 
Cane 
and willow furniture 
is used exclu- 
sively. In one room J saw eight large 
willow rocking chairs, and all tho la- 
dies were rocking rapidly as if to keep 
time with their talking. 
There is but 
one door to tho outside world iu those 
homes, and everything goes in and out 
of it. 
Marketing goes in, and gar- 
bage goes out. 
As the door is kept 
constantly barred, I was prepared for 
anything; even dreams of brigands 
flitted through my brain, but nothing 
but friends and the most inoffensive of 
marketmen over entered the house to 
my knowledge. 


The business men in Cuba take only 
a cup of coffee in tho morning at 
home, an^ have their breakfast down- 


air, and in Havana the ladies carry 
jjerfames with them, as tho 
odors 
about the houses are sometimes dread- 
ful. 


Few people walk iu Cuba. 
Yon 
take a cab for any distance, dismissing 
it when yon enter a house and hail an- 
other one when 3^ou come out, but to 
call a cab you motion away from you 
instead of to vou, as wo do in the 
Ktatos«. 
The reason ono does not walk 
is because the sidewalks are too nar- 
row, and the streets very filthy; many 
sidewalks are only three feet wide, sev- 
eral lest than two. 
We felt sure after 
trying to hold ou with our toes, that 
our feet would soon resemble 
the 
monkey.«, and we looked 
with care, 
when removing our shoes, to see if 
such a catastrophy had occurred. 
I 
found myself freiiuently in the gut- 
ters, which are very lilthy, 
as 
the 
drainage is poor. 


The milkman, infctead of driving a 
wagon drives his herd of cows 
around 
town and milks at the door of his cus- 
1omei\ 
It has this advantage, 
the 
milk is pure. 
There is no cream in 
Cuba; they boil tho milk immediately 
it is received. 
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the dead, who are faithfully wor- 
shiped in the most solemn relicfigus 
rites. 
The form of adoration oflered 
to the 
deceased is made up of the 
burning of candles, incense and gilt 
paper, 
accompanied 
hy 
numerous 
genuflections and 
prostrations. 
A 
necessary factor in the services is the 
spreading of elaborate feasts, the in- 
visible essence of which, it is believed, 
ascends for the delectation and'jnasti- 
cation of the dear departed. The Chi- 
nese believe implicitly that the souls 
of the dead continue in conscious ex- 
istence and in such contact with the 
scene of their former existence that 
the location of their graves, the con- 
stancy of the worship they receive, 
with the richness and variety of the 
offerings made to them, are most im- 
portant in determining their happi- 
ness or misery. 


The vulgar belief is that the needs 
of the dead are substantially the same 
as the needs of the living, and that 
they can only receive those necessi- 
ties by the ministrations of the living. 
Food, clothing and money are there- 
fore offered to the spirits, being ren- 
dered invisible and transmitted to tho 
other world by means of fire. 
The 
funeral of any one is tho occasion for 
a solemn bonfire, wherein are con- 
sumed the clothing of tho deceased, 
and enormous sums 
of 
imitatioji 
money. 
In addition the funeral pyre 
often ^includes pajjcr houses and fur- 
nishings and servants that the defunct 
may enjoy distinguished immortality. 
If the mourned were a sea cajitain a 
paper ship would be given to the 
flames. 
If he were an oliicer of rank 
a horse would bo x^rovided, as was tho 
case in the funeral whichgoffered an 
opportunity for the accompanying il-

The tarantula abounds in all parts 
of Nicaragua, but from tho Atlantic 
to the Pacific you will not find a na- 
tive who is afraid of one or who will 
admit that the bite of the repulsive- 
looking spider is poisonous. 
The 
Rambler saw tarantulas by the score 
taken into tho palm of the hand, and 
in many places children had 
them 
harnessed up with a vegetable fibre, 
driving them about like beasts of 
burden. 
They look exactly like the 
tarantula of Mexico. 
The only thing 
' they are dreaded for in Nicaragua is 
their habit of attacking the fetlocks 
i;f horses, cutting ofi' the hair and in- 
llicting a wound M'hioh cannot 
be 
healed, and eventually results in tho 
pastern becoming affected and

hoof rotting off. 
This is not common 
or there wouldn't be a horse loft in 
the country, because there are very 
few of them as it is and tens of thou- 
sands of' the hairy spiders.

Experiments have been made in 
Austria in order to test the likelihood 
of a balloon being bit when fired at, 
A captive balloon at an altitude of 
4265 feet was fired at from a distance 
of 4400 yards and was struck nine 
times without being brought down. 
In a second trial a captive baloon at a 
height of about 2025 feet was fixed at 
from 5500 yards diotunce. 
A violent 
wind, causing tho balloon to plungo 
a good deal, rendered the aim very 
diiiicult, 
and the balloon was not 
brought down until after tho fifty- 
sixth round. 


rigeou Flijcht From EMIel Tower. 


Lately a great pigeon flight was or- 
ganized in France, the Eiffel Tower 
being selected as tho jjoint of d^" 
parture. The pigeons were drawn not 
only from distant parts of France, but 
also from Belgium. The time of flight 
and thelimo of arrival at home were 
duly noted, with certain interesting 
rcbults regarding the rate of progres- 
sion. Thus, one pigeon flew ten miles 
at the rate of forty-seven miles per 
hour. 
This was a high rate, and may 
be classified with a flight of 2(54 miles 
at fony-three miles an hour. 
These 
rates are low when compared with the 
records of previous 
flights, 
^J-'hus, a 
distance of GOO miles has be^n cov- 
ered by a pigeon in twelve hours. 
From Blois to Uijon is a distance of 
200 miles, and tais has been accom- 
plished by a pigeon in four hours and 
forty-six minutes. 
Higher rates than 
even sixty miles an hour have been 
chroaieled» 


TO OIJEAN MARBLE. 


Take one ounce of powdered chalk, - 
one ounce of powdered pumicp stone,^ 
toix and sift through mushu.

powder into a paste with this, adding 
a little more water, if necessary.

wring, shako out aud place near, but 
not close to, afire to dry.

when the leather is very dirty that 
the second water is required.

process is equally effective for doe- 
skin gloves.

kettle of boiling water, remove from, 
the fire and let stand five minutes. 
Strain it into a pint of cold cream, 
put on to scald again and v/hen hot 
mix with it four eggs aud 
three- 
fourths pound sugar well beaten to- 
gether, let cool and freeze. 


Orange 
Shorbet—One 
tablespoon 
gelatine, one-half cup cold water, one 
cup sugar, one-half cup boiling water, 
one cup cold water, six orauges aud 
two lemons. 
Put the gelatine into 
the oold water for ten minutes, dis- 
solve in boiling water, add the sugar 
to the juice (a scant pint) and one (;up 
of cold water, stir in the gelaliue, 
strain into the freezer. 
Pack in salt 
and ice, three-fourths ice and one- 
fourth salt. 


GOOD WATiS OF COOKING VECiJCTAULES, 
Fried Okra—Out it lengthways, salt 
and pepper it, roll it in flour, and fry 
in plenty of lard or butter. 


Okra Fritters—Boil tho okra, and 
cut in small pieces, make a batter as 
for batter cakes, put the okra in and 
fry in plenty of lard. 


Baked Corn—Three pints of seraped 
corn, one cup of cream, one table- 
spoonful of butter, pepper and salt to 
taste. 
Bake one hour; stir it occa- 
sionally. 


Fried Celery—Wash and cut in 
pieces several stalks of celery. 
Put 
two ounces of butter in a frying pan, 
let heat; put in the celery and fry 
brown; sprinkle with salt.

Smothered Cabbage—Out two slices 
of bacon and fry.

Cover it tight and let 
it stand fifteen or twenty minutes. 


Htuffed Cabbage—Take a firm head 
of cabbage, pour over boiling water, 
let it stand fifteen minutes, drain, scald 
and let stand half an hour, then drain 
aud shako until dry.
